Pacific train which derailed early this morning in southeast Plano. No one was injured in the 
mishap, but Ave. N. south of 13th St. has been closed since I a.m. and fire departm ent units 
are standing by in case leaking diesel fuel ignites. Officials say there is little danger, but the 
wreckage is not expected to be cleared until this evening. A wrecker train is now enroute 
from Weatherford and is expected in Plano sometime after 4 p.m. Railroad officials said a 
Cotton Belt crew has been working on the tracks, replacing ties. The rails were replaced, but 
not spiked down, and in a communications breakdown the engineer was not told of the 
repairs. As his train moved through Plano at about 12:52 a.m., the engineer took the tracks 
under repair and although the first engine passed through without difficulty because of its low 
speed (7-10 mph), two other engines left the track, causing extensive dam age to all three 
engines.

Polly’s Problem 


D EA R POLLY — I would like to know how to taper and 
shape women’s slacks. I have two new pairs that are very 
wide all the way up to the top and only have a seam on the 
inside of the legs. Would I have to m ake a seam on the out- 
side? - MRS S N. 
DEAR MRS. S.N. — Unless you are very young and very 
thin go easy on tapering your slacks too much. Look at 
yourself in the m irror. Look at the front and the side and 
rear views. Many of us look better with the straighter line. 
Your slacks may just be too large. Try pinning one pair up 
straight and the other tapered and then try them on and 
look in the m irror. 
To get back to your question: If there is no seam on the 
outside of a leg it will be straight so for tapered pants a 
seam would have to be made on the outside and shaped 
from the crotch seam down. If you have a tapered pair that 
fits well ay them, wrong side out, flat on top of a new pair 
(also wrong side out) and pin the new ones along the lines 
of the tapered ones. Baste and try on. — POLLY. 


D EA R POLLY — My P et Peeve is that machine bobbins are 
not made with slits in them (like thread spools) to hold the thread 
in place when the bobbins are not in use The thread unwinds and 
the sewing machine drawer is a mess.

proaches, learn to recognize 
proper maturity in different 
vegetables Here are some 
examples: 
Sweet peppers are “ ripe” 
when green, but if left to 
mature further they will turn 
red 
and 
become 
slightly 
sweeter. 
Summer squash, such as 
zucchini, are considered 
mature when they are about 
six inches long and the skin 
is soft. Winter squash is not 
mature until a hard shell 
forms. 
For maximum sweetness, 
muskmelons should not be 
harvested 
until 
the 
stem 
pulls out easily and com­ 


pletely from the fruit. 
Snap beans are mature 
when pods have formed but 
seed has not enlarged, while 
lima beans are not mature 
until seed has expanded. 
Different varieties of the 
same vegetable can vary a 
good deal in the growing 
period required for proper 
maturity. Length of time to 
maturity is generally listed 
in seed catalogues. 
. Once 
they 
are 
ripe, 
vegetables should be har­ 
vested promptly and han­ 
dled carefully. Leafy crops 
are best harvested early in 
the morning. Carrots, beets, 
radishes and other root 
crops 
should 
be 
dug 
carefully to prevent damage 
by spade or shovel. Roots 
should be washed before soil 
dries on them, 
and tops 
should be trimmed to about 
one inch. 
L e a f y 
v e g e t a b l e s 
generally lose quality faster 
than most other vegetables. 
After harvest, they should be 
refrigerated promptly in a 
plastic bag or crisper 
Tomatoes just 
turning 
color should be stored in a 
cool dark part of the house, 
not on the windowsill. Red 
tomatoes are best kept in the 
refrigerator. 
Sweet 
corn 
should 
be 
cooked as soon as possible 
after harvest. Its flavor 
deteriorates quickly. If you 
must hold corn even a short 
time, put it in the coldest 
part of the refrigerator. 
Some vegetables, such as 
winter squash, are suited to 
long-term 
storage. They 
should be handled carefully 
to avoid puncturing the skin 
and stored under cool, dry 
conditions.

Mowing is the key to lawn 
beauty. If the lawn is mowed 
at infrequent intervals or 
has a scalped appearance 
after mowing, proper fer­ 
tilization and watering are of 
little benefit. 
Frequency 
of 
mowing 
depends,

growth of grass. 
Mowing 
should be done when there is 
no more than one-half-inch 
growth to cut off. This might 
require

cutting a week, but will keep 
the lawn neater and greener. 
Mowing in early spring 
should be close, to get plenty 
of air and sunlight around 
the plants.

Pecans are an important 
nut crop in Collin County, 
and the trees also make an 
attractive addition to the 
home landscape. But con­ 
trolling pecan diseases is 
important and pecan scab is 
a major problem, points out 
Jam es R. Risinger, Collin 
County Agent with the Texas 
A g ricultu ral 
Extension 
Service. 
He advises combatting the 
problem by selecting pecan 
scab resistant varieties. 
M any new varieties are 
being released by the USDA 
Pecan 
Station 
at 
Brown­ 
wood, and the old varieties 
such as Desirable or Stuart 
also have resistance to this 
disease. 
Of 
the 
two, 
Desirable is the preferred 
variety. 
Of 
the 
new 
U SD A 
varieties, 
Caddo 
and 
Shawnee have the highest 
level of resistance to pecan 
scab. 
Choctaw, 
Sioux, 
M ohawk, 
Cherokee 
and 
Cheyenne can be grown in 
most areas with only limited 
spray applications, Risinger 
pointed out. 
Mahan and Success are 
excellent old varieties that 
will require 
limited spray 
applications to control pecan 
scab.

audibly, 
“ Oh, 
thank y o u !.” L ater she 
squeezed her husband’s arm 
and said to him,

everyone knows what we 
know.” 
In freeing Connally, the 
jury rejected Ja c o b se n 's 
testim ony 
that

paid 
Connally $5,000 on each of 
two visits to his Treasury 
Department office and later 
conspired with him to cover 
up the transactior.
